Rules 30, 31, and 32 refer to the liat 
of contributories. The official liquidator is to 
make up a list of cantributories, Rule 33

“SUPERINTENDENT oF Potran, $50. 

‘Lhe Crown Solicitor, Mr. A.B. Johnson, do- 
fondoed. 

‘This action was brought by the plnintiff for 
the recovery of $50, the amount: for whioh 
ho atood suroty for Lau Shun, late P. C. No. 
121, of tho Hongkong Police Force, whioh 
recognisance had been eatreated in consequence 
of alleged misconduot of the constable in connea- 
tion with the recent exposure of wholesale corrup- 
tion among lokanga. ‘The plaintiff ssid the con- 
stable ho was surety for was convicted and fined 
330, and ho was called upon to pay the $50 be 
stood surety for on the oonstahle’s behalf. 
Subsequently the decision of the Mogistraté 
was appealed against, and the Chief Juatios 
reversed the cobviction upon technical grounds, 
and the plaintiff now sought to recavor back the 
recognisanoa ‘which had been estreated, Tho 
ease was brought as a teat case for all the other 
cases, the recognisancas of all the constables who 
were convicted having been-estreated. . He said 
that after the conviction aconstable came to him 
and prossed him to pay tho $50, and’ hy did 0. 

'The Crown Solicitor thought it wan not neses- 
sary for him to call any avidenca, as the plain. 
tiff had shown that he had paid the money on the 
6th September, which was after the date that the 
proveedings for appsal were commonoed. 

His Lordship said ho had no proof of that. 

Mr. Johngon oalled Major Dempster, who 
had ‘bean Acting Snparintandent of the Police 
at the time this case was before the Police. 
Court, who proved that the ‘man wore. con- 
vieted on the 3ist August Isat, and that he 
called upon the sureties of the constables oon- 
vioted to pay the amount of their bonds. Thay all 
didso. Mr. Webbor, who conducted the case for. 
the defence at that hearing, was also called, ar? 
he proved that proceodings for appeal wera o 
menced on the 3rd Soptomber. On the app 
being heard the magisteate’s decision was upset; 
ho balisved it was not on the marits of the ease. 

His Lordship—It was because these men ware 
convicted of having committed a breach of Police 
Regnlations, and no Polios Regulations wore 


proved. 

Mr. Johnson contended that upon theas facts 
tho plaintiff was not entitled to recover, having 
paid in the amount of his recognisance after tha 
appeal ‘had been lodged. He waa not obliged 
to pay the money, he was merely asked to do so, 
and it was thorefore done voluntarily, and could 
uot now betecoverad. Mr. Johnson quoted from 
page 1039 of Addison, and cited s great number 
of-authorities-in support of his contention. 

His Lordship said it seamed to hin that Mr, 
Johnson’s contention went so far as to say that 
even if there had been no conviction st all, and 
theso man kad beon called upon to pay their re- 
copnisances, and had done go, they would not be 
entitled to recover them—that even if thera had 
been no breach of the conditions of the bond, and 
the money had been paid, the sureties wonld not 
beable to recover it. Supposing the money 
had boon paid before the hearing of the 
ease had bean concladed, and the men had 
after that been acquitted, could Mr. Johnson 
contend that they were not ontitied to get it 
back? “Wold that be a just thing for the Go- 
.vernmont to do? 

The Crown Solicitor said that if the convic- 
tior. had been upon other grounds they, might, 
orif the money had been paid under pressure 
they might recover it.. In this case the con- 
stables had been convicted, and the sureties were 
asked to pay. They paid the money voluntarily, 
without pressare, aad he did not think they wore 
now entitled to got it back:

Everybody is talking of tho possibility the’ 
tho period ‘of depression, whiok hag naw Insted 
some thirteen yoara, is at lastdrawing toa-close; 
but though thore is hopefulness abroad, cand a i 
sort of smoll na of spring in the commercial air, 
nabody, so far as we sve, feela quite certain yet. 
Even Lord Randolph Churohill, though he was 
20 comically cheery at Dartford about isinglass 
and Pepper, ‘was careful to gpeak with reserve. 
and rather hoped for the good times which would 
ro groatly help his Government and hisown career 
as Chancellor of the Exchequer, than exposted 
thoir arrival. Hoe evidontly did not want his 
apeach to be quoted againat him two years honco. 
The Revenne Ratnrns,no doubt.are “not unsatis: 
fastory,” the Clearing House Retorns are “do- 
cidedly hopefal,” and toilway traffios, aspeciall 
in tho south, ace “improving.” Onearticle, wool, 
has rison in price most markedly; one matal, cop- 
per, hag rigen a little; and in savaral trades, espe- 
cially the Minoing Lane group, thors iss fidgety 
watchflness, as if ‘buyers: without stooka wore 
afraid of being caught by a grand ris. All 
that'is satisfactory,-and may mean, if the rise 
continues, that a oyole of prosperity is at hand; 
bot it does not’ aa yat amount to very mush, 
Soma little trades, and ona big one, are prosper- 
ing ; but the prospects of some grest industrios, 
snch as agriculture and ehipowning, Were Dover 
worse, tha prospeots-of others, such as iron- 
founding aud mining for tin and lead, aro hardly 
clearer than thay hava beon for years, while the 
prices of solid s°curitics on tha Stock Brchange 
keop up ina way which always indiontes that 
trade is not rapidly. absorbing espital.

THE RECORD OF ORDINANCES, 

The ACTING ATTORNEY-GRNERAL—I now 
move the second reading ofa Bill entitled an 
Ordinance for preserving an authentic. record of 
the Ordinances of the Colony and for other Par: 
poses. When tho Law Rovision Commision 
was appointed one of the figst matters which 
strack our attention was to obtain if possible a 
collection of the Ordinances of the Colony: as 
they had been orizinally passed. Woe had very 
great diffoulty in doing that. We have not been 
able to obtain a collection of all the originals. 
Under tho Colonial Instructions the, originals 
should havo, been enrolled in tha Registry, bat 
that bas not heen done, and after o great 
deal of trouble the Commission was able to 
obtain. a collection of Ordinances such as had 
boon passed, somo in the original, some 
rinted, and uome copied. It is important. 
thet ‘there shonld now ba a declaration 
atating that collestion of Ordinanogs should be 
considered us u collection of the original 
Ordinances of the Colony although they hare 
not been duly authenticated by the hand of 
the Governor for tha time being or tha 
seal of the colony. Therefore this “Ordinance 
states that ¢his collection of the Ordinances is 
hereby declared and_ shall be taken to be a true 
and authentic record of the Ordinances therein 
comprised, ns if thay were all original Ordin- 
ancos duly authenticated under the hand of 
the Governor for the time being and the seal 
ofthe Colony. The fourth seotion provides that 
from atid after the: commencement of this Or- 
dinanos, this and all Ordinances upon receiving 
the assent of tho Governor and all _proolama- 
tions relating thoreto and all such Rules, Or- 
dors, and Regulations as aforesaid, immadiataly 
after they have been made by the Gevernor shall 
betransmitted by the Clerk of Councils, certified 
uoderthe hand of the Governor and the soal ofthe 
Colony, ta the Rogistrar of the Suprome Court, 
who shall proserve them, Section G enacts that 
any-dacb Ordinances, Proclamations, Rales, Re- 
gilations, or Orders published in the Gazetts and 
alio any copies thereof purporting to be printed 
by the Government printers, by, authority, shall. 
be deemed and accopted as primd facie evidence 
ofthe contents thoreof, Section 7 givan to any 
person the right, on poyment of a small foe, to 
inspect these ~ documents and take. ovpies. or 
extracts from thom.
